eight aro females.

on the list in Sarah Hicks of Brooklyn, 
who is 11 i. 
Twenty-nine of the cen- 


tenarians livo in New York city, and 
.icven in Brooklyn. Forty of tho 109 
wore born in Ireland, aix in Canada, 
two in the Wont Indies, ono each in 
Scotland, Spain, and at sea, while 35 
were natives of the United Slates, and 
the birthplace of twenty remains unre- 
corded. There are twelve colored per- 
sons and two Indiana on the list. If 
the managers of the Centennial Exposi- 
tion should erect a building to comfort- 
ably accommodate all the penoas in 
the United States on the 4th of July, 
1876, who were born in tha colonies 
prior to the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, a gotd aizod structure would be 
required.
